He also was 
active in the development of an ex- 
tensive community services pro- 
gram. 

Early in his career he taught at 
Whittier High School and was a 
counselor and teacher at Stockton 
College and Fullerton Junior Col- 
lege. 

He received his AB degree in 
history from Whittier College and 
his MA in psychology from the 
University of the Pacific. His EdD 
in higher education and psychol- 
ogy, now in process, will be com- 
pleted in 1966 at the University of 
Southern California. 

The new dean of MPC’s evening 
and summer programs is Dr. Keith 
E. Merrill, former associate di-

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The Same Old Routine 


OK. We've never said it before, but we’re on record now: El Yanqui 
firmly recommends the purchase of student body cards. 

And why not? At $15 holders save money. While non-holders spend 
enough attending athletic and social events to buy a pair of cards, the 
card-holder attends for little or nothing. 

And that’s not all folks, Holders may use the student union and book 
store. Technically, non-holders can’t. Only ASMPC members may hold 
student office, vote, or be employed by the college. Only ASMPC mem- 


bers may participate in athletics. 


But while we encourge students to buy their cards we do not con- 
done the deceptive manner in which they are sold. El Yanqui has long 
been opposed to that executive school of thought which believes that the 
end justifies the means, no matter what, when it comes to student body 


cards. 


We believe that the present registration set-up is misleading. Stu- 
dents, being rushed through line, are told only: Station No. 2 Student 
Body Fee $15. Creating the impression they must buy the card. 

Ideally they should be told: Station No. 2 Student Body Fee $15 
(optional). Granted, the ASMPC might lose some money. But then for- 


feiture is often the price of honesty. 


There was a lot of squirming in high places last year when it looked 
as if the ASMPC might have its lowest budget in years, due to slacking 
card sales. So last week’s actions really didn’t come as much of a surprise. 

But frankly, we thought it would be different this year. It wasn’t and 


we're disappointed.

New Library Additions 
Expand MPC Facilities

Slightly confused? 

You will be when you wander 
into the Library and can’t find 
anything. This isn’t too surprising 
since almost nothing is where it 
was. 

During the summer a mezzanine 
was built which added ten stacks. 
All the periodicals, including those 
in the Reading Room, and the fic- 
tion are up there. The rest of the 
books were moved forward. The 
Reading Room has only reference 
books now, which are distributed 
evenly around the room. If any of 
you have biographies to write (and 
remember Dr. Gilmore is gone) 
don’t go to the left wall as you used 
to but to the right. In addition, all 
the books in the Browsing Room 
were moved and rearranged. Inci- 
dentally, furniture and the card 
catalog were rearranged too. 

All in all, over 26,000 books were 
moved last week. Almost every 


book in the entire Library was mov- 
ed and shelved by four librarians, 
two girl-student assistants and, at 
times rather naive male volunteers 
who turned out to be very kind, 
very strong and very helpful (an 
opinion voiced by all the lady mem- 
bers of the staff). A hasty census 
was made by acting Head Librar- 
ian, Miss Jeanne Inwood, in which 
she calculated that each person 
lifted at least 2,000 pounds of books 
a day. 

Now all the books are moved and 
there isn’t an empty stack. The 
only thing gained is more space at 
the end of each shelf. This added 
room is absolutely essential if the 
Library is going to expand. 

According to Miss Inwood, $19,- 
000 is going to be spent in the next 
10 months on new books. And all 
the shelves will be filled again.

“One of the real problems with 
new college students comes when 
they don’t realize that they are 
finally on their own.” Speaking 
was Dr. George Faul, President of 
Monterey Peninsula College, in an 
interview Friday with El Yanqui 
Editor Charlie Davis. 


“Even though the College fa- 
culty tries to work closely with 
the student,” Dr. Faul continued, 
“they won't drag a student into 
their office and plead with him.” 

Dr. Faul cited a subtle “big 
jump” from high school to college 
as leading to the downfall of some 
students. “In college,’ Dr. Faul 
said, “a student must manage his 
time effectively to succeed.” 


Plans are being laid now, Dr. 
Faul revealed, for a study on the 
full-scale effectiveness of instruc- 
tion. 


“Students do not utilize instruc- 
tors enough outside the classroom. 
We have a faculty here at MPC 
that is anxious to work with the 
student. Often a conference would 
do much to help a student to bet- 
ter understanding of the course.” 


Dr. Faul also stressed the im- 
portance of the library in the stu- 
dent routine and observed that 
many students do not take full 
advantage of its facilities. 


Students will be asked for wider 
participation in college activities,

and will be welcomed to help in 
such things as the Community 
Services Program. Another field 
where students will be key, is in 
the planning of the Student Union. 
“The union isn’t just a place to sit 
and drink coffee,’ the President 
said, “It’s also an important part 
of the educational process.” 

Dr. Faul praised last year’s stu- 
dent government as being “the 
best I’ve seen. And that’s not just 
because I come from here,” he 
added. The new ASMPC Con- 
stitution seems to be working well, 
although it is really too early to 


draw any solid conclusions, he 
commented. 

New scholarships will be in- 
itiated later, Dr. Faul reported. 


Donations from the Crosby Fund, 
the Monterey Fund for Education 
and the new Federal Work Study 
Program, will be utilized in the 
student loan program as well. 

In speaking of the large enroll- 
ment at MPC this semester, Dr. 
Faul commented that he believed 
there would be no extreme problem. 
“Of course, not everyone will be 
able to get all their classes sched- 
uled between nine and_ eleven 
daily,” he said. “And some students 
may have to take night classes to 
get into the classes they desire.” 
“But we have a staff large enough 
to handle the students, and we an- 
ticipate no problem in that area.’

Fall Enrollment 
Sets New Record 


Shattering all previous records, 
Monterey Peninsula College last 
Wednesday registered over 1,000 
day students and anticipated an 
even greater number Friday, ac- 
cording to John Blakemore, MPC 
Dean of Student Personnel. 


With the addition of some 100 
“late” registrants on Monday—the 
first day of classes—the combined 
total is expected to exceed 2,100 
students, topping the 2,000 mark 
for the first time in the college's 
history. The total for fall, 1964, 
was 1,885. 

The evening registration figure, 
which traditionally exceeds that of 
the day, was 2,185 last fall. College 
officials expect that pattern to 
hold. 

Registration procedure is_ basi- 
cally unchanged from that of last 


fall.
